BELLE GLADE-Florida Senator Don Childress 
and Senator Malcom Beard along with other 
members of the Florida Senate Select committee 
on farm labor contractor and citrus canker ob- 
tained some input from grower, crew leader, and 
farm labor perspectives of the agriculture labor 
law enforcement. 


Agricultural Programs Section updated the staff 
on the work crewleader compliance activities. 

Summers said that there seems to be a good 
background balance of the crewleaders (i.e. 
agriculturally to migrant workers to law enforce- 
ment). ` 

He said that training skills in automation and 
technology we needed to maximize the use of of- 
ficers and can be done with help from the state 
government and legislative staff of the Depart- 
ment of labor. 

Summers also said that compliance guides and 
self study test would be beneficial to the workers 
to ‘show what's going on in the field’. 

Walter Kates, Manager of the Florida Fruit 
and Vegetable Labor Division, said that certain 
priorities should be set straight for the growers 
viewpoint. 

He said there were problems with repeat of- 
fenders, crew laborers owning or controlling a 
labor camp, and dishonest contractors. 

“We like to think that contractors are honest 
businessmen,” he said. “But one-tenth of them 
are not. There's always one bad actor.” 

He added the state’s 16 compliance officers 
should concentrate their efforts on repeat of- 
fenders.

Pennsylvania native. 

He told Christian Day students Monday he 
feels better about what he’s doing now than he 
ever has. 

“I'm probably having the biggest time of my 
life now, going around the state and talking to 
students,” he said. 

"Life isn’t for fun, it’s for reality, for accep- 
ting your responsibilities, Most drug users 
avoid making the hard decisions,” said Morris. 

Morris spoke of the discontent of the 60's, 
namely Vietnam, the civil rights movement, 
and the drug culture. 

“When I graduated from high school 20 
years ago these were the three moving forces of 
that era. Now the Vietnam war is over, the 
civil rights movement has faded, but we still 
have the drug culture. 

“We still have the drug culture because 
those who used drugs then, now have children 
who are using drugs,” he said. 

He told the children they are the seeds of the 
flower children. 

He told the older students they were role 
models for the younger students, and were at 
the age of accountability.

I was notified by the police 
on Halloween in 1980 they had found Frank's
